the salaries can be ~aid from 19382 
revenue because next year there will 
be just as great financial pressure as 
there is this. The announcement pre- 
cludes payment of 1931 salaries from 
1932 receipts and means that Atlan- 
ta’s 3,000 employes will be expected 
to donate their services when funds 
available for salaries are exhausted. 

Consolidation Contemplated. 

Berman’s division contemplates con- 
sOlidation of present wards to reduce 
the number from 13 to 6 as is 
posed in the Key reduction plan, which 
Atlanta voters approved by more than 
2-to-1 in a boroughwide referendum. 

The paper calls for consolidation 
of the old ninth and thirteenth to 
form the new first ward; the eleventh 
and twelfth to form the second: the 
second and third to form the third;

BEFORE ASSEMBLY 


Reapportionment and 
Reorganization Will 
Come Up This Week. 


Fights involving reorganization of 
the state government and redistrict- 
ing of the state under the congres- 
sional reapportionment are scheduled 
to occupy part of the spotligns in 
the general assembly as the sla- 
ture enters its seventh week of the 
1931 regular session. 

Outside of its taxation and appro- 
priations problems, the general assem- 
bly has shown much speed in meeting 
major issues and acting upon them. 
Reorganization has passed out of the 
house and reapportionment has been 
passed by the senate. The house will 
begin work Tuesday on reapportion- 
ment and the senate, which has been 
holding committee hearings for the 
past week on the reorganization bill, 
will probably have that measure on 
the floor for debate this week also. 


The week witnessed the house, with 
the administration lines holding firm, 
reversing itself on the Park amend- 
ment to divert highway funds to the 
unpaid appropriatiofis and approval, 
by the ways and means committee, of 
the Battle-Allen bill to discount the 
railroad rentals for the same purpose. 

Included in the week’s developments 
also were startling disclosures, before, 
a special senate committee headed by 
Senator W. H. Duckworth, of Cairo, 
by Commissioner _.Eugene Talmadge 
with respect to expenditures in the de- 
partment of agriculture. This inquiry 
is to be resumed Tuesday afternoon, 
with special attention being directed 
to Talmadge’s personal expense ac- 
counts. 

Fulton county legislation, which is 
contested, will receive no special pref- 
erence, the house decided last week in 
agreeing not to override the rules com- 
mittee.

The Cantonese asked Chiang’s re- 
moval and establishment of a ’’true 
republic based on the policies of Sun 
Yat-sen,” father of the Chinese repub- 
lic. Reports were current that south- 
ern leaders had empowered their emis- 
sary to spend $1,000,000 to obtain ac- 
tive support of the northern war lords. 

Chang Hsueh-liang, the Manchurian

Mr. Lee has never been a cotton 
farmer. ‘The most cotton he ever 
made in one year was 25 bales and 
that was back in Alabama. He now 
raises from one to three bales of cot- 
ton a year. He has five or six acres 
planted in cotton this year, but thinks 
he will do well ‘to get back what he 
spent for fertilizer. 

It doesn’t rain any more on the Lee 
farm than the surrounding farms, but 
the federal loans have been foreclosed 
on some of his former neighbors, while 
Mr. Lee owes nothing and has money 
in the bank. 


In the section of Chambers county, 
Alabama, where he grew up the white 
farmers cultivated the land with their 
own labor. They could clear new 
ground, plough, hoe, gather crops and 
haul them to market better than any 
workmen they could hire, They didn’t 
raise big crops. Plenty to eat for the 
family and the live stock was the first 
care and then enough farm products 
to sell to pay for clothes and things 
for the home.

Mammal Enemies 
Of Quail Are Many 


Skunk, ’Possum, Fox, ’Coon, Other Fur-Bear- 
ers Hurt Bobwhite’s Chances 


This is one of a series of stories by Mr. Herbert L. Stoddard on 
the “Bobwhite, Its Habits, Preservation and Increase,” which will 
appear regularly in The Constitution.

In our last article we discussed the bird enemies of quail, pointing 
out that some, like the “blue darter’ hawks, prey extensively on the 
young and mature birds, others like crows and jays eat the eggs or 
molest newly —— young under certain conditions, while domestic 
poultry harbor diseases and parasites that prove deadly if transmitted 
to the game birds. In the present article we will limit the discussion 
to the various mammal enemies, many of which are extremely destruc- 
tive, and all more or less subject to control where an increase of quail 
and other attractive bird life is desired. 

Among mammals, few are more destructive to quail than house cats 
and free ranging dogs. Practically all cats are natural born hunters, 
catching quail and other birds on their nests or roosts during their 
nightly prowls. While cats do not have a highly developed sense of 
smell to aid them in locating their game, their hearing is remarkably 
acute and they destroy many brooding quail just at the hatching time, 
being attracted by the faint cheeping of the still confined chicks. While 
not as a rule so destructive as cats, many dogs are confirmed egg eaters, 
and such may prove tremendously destructive to game birds if permitted 
to roam the fields during the nesting months. Both cats and dogs may 
cause much-harm, also by scattering young quail broods during wet or 
chilly weather.

She thinks, too, that they will have 
no trouble in preparing his food, if 
he desires, for many of the workers 
are vegetarians and his diet is world- 
famous by this time. 

The goat's milk that Gandhi drinks 
will be ready for him. When news 
spread of Gandhi's selection of the 
settlement as a residence, a dozen 
milk goats were offered and Miss 
Lester accepted one with a good pro- 
ducing record. 

The settlement is a little excited, 
quite naturally, but no extraordinary 
preparations are being made. 

“IT think he will be very much at 
home here,” said Miss Lester, “more 
so than with his wealthy friends at 
Belsize park. Im afraid the luxury 
there would bother him. Here he will 
find living conditions more compara- 
ble with those he knows.” 

Miss Lester visited India in 1927 
and stayed at Gandhi's camp at Ah- 
medabad. Yast year she spoke in Bos- 
ton, New York, Chicago, Washington 
and other American cities. 

The Kingsley Hall district—just off 
Bow road—probably knows more 
about Gandhi than he about it, for 
Miss Lester has lectured extensively 
about India since her visit there.

“Love Divine, All Loves Excelling”’ 
was composed by Charles Wesley in 
1746 and was published in his collec- 
tion of 1756, “Hymns for Those That 
Seek and Those That Have Redemp- 
tion in the Blood of Jesus Christ.” 
Most of the hymns of Charles Wes- 
ley were hymns of experience and this 
is why they are so dear to the Chris- 
tian heart. The music of eternal life 
is in them. The happy glow of this 
single line, “Tove divine, all loves 
excelling,” thrills through them all. 
With his brother, he preached and 
sang that divine love to his country- 
men and in the wilds of Amerita and 
on. their return. to England, his 
quenchless melodies multiplied till they 


made an evangelical literature around 
his name. The tune to which the 
hymn is usually sung was composed 
by John Zundel.

All this was prepara- 
tory to Shaw, the journalist. The Archi- 
mandrite had not yet begun to propagate 
his true gospel. The reception accorded his 
first appearance as a dramatist, with 
“Widowers’ Houses,’ was in the manner 
that scon made his first nights the most 
exciting events in London fife. 


“The first performance,’ wrote Shaw. 
“was sufficiently exciting; the socialists and 
independents applauded me furiously on 
principle; the ordinary playgoing first- 
nighters hooted me frantically on the same 
ground; I, being at the time in some prac- 
tice as what is impolitely called a mob 

rator, made a speech before the curtain; 
the newspapers discussed the play for a 
whole fortnight.” 

Thus, at last in the public eve, he took 
care to keep in the public ear as well. He 
lost no opportunity of standing on his feet 
—or rather, as the public thought, on his 
head—and of uttering every kind of blas- 
raemy against the accepted gods that his 
ouick mind could fashion. Nature helped 
him also in an outward eccentricity. Shew 
today is one of the most lovely and pic- 
turesque figures to be seen in London. In

From this particular affront to the vanity 
of journalists (for if they are not up to 
the minute, what are they?) he proceeded 
to give a certificate of good character to the 
U. 8. S. R.! Did the following speakers 
chastise him? No, they lauded his speech 
—not for its courage, but for being typically 
Shavian! A sad fate for G. B. S. in his 
vigorous old age. Once he was shouted 
down, whatever he said; now he is praised. 
He has come to the stage where nothing 
he says can outrage public opinion. He 
foresaw his fate early. In 1898 he wrote: 

“Half my time is spent in telling people 
what a clever man i am. It is no use 
merely duing clever things in England. The 
English do not know what to think until 
they are coached, laboriously and insist- 
ently, for years in the proper and becom- 
ing opinion. Por ten years past, with an 
unprecedented pertinacity and obstination. 
I have been dinning into the public head 
that I am an extraordinarily witty, brilliant 
and clever man. That is now part of the 
public opinion of England, and no power 
in heaven or earth will ever change it. I 
may dodder and dote; I may potboil and 
platitudinize; I may become the butt and 
chepping block of all the bright, ~ original 
spirits of the rising generation; but my rep-~ 
utation shall not suffer; it is built up fast 
and solid, like Shakespeare's, on an impreg- 
nable basis of dogmatic reiteration.” 

There is his credo, Do I believe it? Not 
a word of it! Never in his life has the 
Archimamdrite repeated himself. That 
would be to date himself, and Shaw being 
tne world’s supreme journalist, dating is the 
one thing he avoids. At seventy-five—and 
he will be celebrating his seventy-fifth 
birthday on the day this is published—he 
is still the alertest man alive. He has just 
published in one volume a complete edition, 

called “The Plays of Bernard

Shaw.” You will observe that he has not’ 
called it “The Complete Plays of Bernard ° 


Shaw.’ That 
finished. 

Now he is administering to it doses of 
pure beauty, the poet has displaced thé 
propagandist. In “The Apple Cart’ he 
laughed at himself for the first time. A 
socialist, he wrote the most magnificent 
defense that royalty has ever had, and gave 
the first basic of logic to the tottering 
fabric of kingship. There was a rumor that 
he had been offered knighthood—Sir 
George Bernard Shaw. It does not sound 
right. They say he declined the honor just 
as a year earlier he refused to let Mr. Ram- 
Say MacDonald send him to the Heuse of 
Lords. There are some of us who lament 
the refusal. Lord Shaw, in the House of 
Lords, might make that chamber the most 
popular entertainment in England and turn 
the dullest of all assemblies into the bricht- 
est. But it was not to be. There is nothing 
to be done with G. B. 8S. but to allow him 
to grow up. 

And that grows daily more doubtful, I 
attribute it to proximity. When you go to 
call on the Archimandrite, in the Adelphi, 
vou mount steps as far as a half gate, where 
a sSleuth-housekeeper then examines your 
credentials before allowing you to proceed 
to the higher heaven which is his lair. Now 
it is significant that in the same strect. at 
the same high elevation, up a similar stair- 
case, there dwells Barrie.

aa N THE years that directly preced- 
ed the Civil War the ‘history of 
the slave trade in North and 
— South Ames‘rica was pretty well 
covered by such writers as Alexander Ste- 
phens, Dr. P. Jones, and Thomas Cobb; and 
almost every southern person is familiar 
with the following facts: 
1503: The English traffic in American 
slaves began when Sir John Hawkins 
visited the coast of Africa and with 
a few strings of glass beads purchased 
fiom a native chief a whole cargo of 
negroes, which he afterwards sold in 


Havti. 
On his return to England, Queen 
Flizabeth remonstrated. 


“But,” apologized Sir John, “I took 
them from a country where they wor- 
Ship idols and the sun, and placed 
them under the blessed influence of 
religion.” 

The queen was thoughtful. 

‘Did the enterprise pay?” she final- 
ly wanted to know. 

*“Handsomely, vour majesty.” 

The next adventure of Sir John 
was under the protection of Queen 
Elizabeth herself, she sharing in the 
profits. 


1645: Massachusetts was the first colony 
to engage in the slave trade—the ac- 
tual buying of the black to resell. 

1620: ihe colony of Virginia purchased 
slaves and placed them in the tobacco 
fields. 

1650: Slavery introduced into Maryland. 

1671: South Carolina takes it up. 

1749: Georgia, after holding out against 


slavery for the first 16 years of her 
colonial life is at last beaten into it 
by England. A committee of British 
parliament is appointed to prepare 
an act for the purpose. The Earl cf 
Shaftsbury is head of the committee. 

In later years, when Harriett 
Beecher Stowe was touring England, 
in her campaign against slavery, a 
descendant of the Earl of Shaftsbury, 
presided at the meeting of the Anti- 
Slavery Society, in Essex Hall, Lon- 
don. 

As sit2ted in the beginning, most of the 
above facts were brought out by Dr. Pleas- 
ant Jones and others in the many articles 
written on the subject just prior to the se- 
cession of the southern states. 

The Asciento Company. 

How many of us are familiar with the 
macnes of the stockholders of the firm which 
held the exclusive right to furnish slaves 
to the English colonies of North America 
and to the Spanish dominions of South 
America? 

The stock of the Asciento company was 
divided~as_follows: -

Georgia's First Slaves. 


Im 1750, one vear after the infant colons 
had onvened her doors to slavery, there ap- 
peared a Slave ship on the coast of South 
Carviina with a cargo of Africans. 

Th? vessel beloneed to the Asciento Com- 
pany. ihe mate on that vessel was Join 
Newton, who afterwards became the [amous 
rector oi the united parishes of St. Mary 
Woolnoth and St. Mary Woolchurch Haw,

Here is Newton's own description of the 
trip over from Africa: 


“I find by my journal of a voyage to 
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avs in Georgia 


Old slave headquarters at Hermitage plantation, Savannah, Ga. 


South Carolina. that we left the Windward 
Coast of Africa with 218 slaves, and buried 
62 on Our passage over, While many more 


died @n our arrival anti were buried on 
shore. 
“When the weather will not admit the 


slaves being brought on deck. the heat and 
smell of the rooms would be insupportable 
to a person unaccustomed to them. If the 
rooms e¢an be constantly aired, and they not 
detained too long on board, perhaps not 
many die; but the contrary is often*their 
lot. They are kept down to breathe the hot 
and corrupted air for sometimes a week; 
this added to the galling of their irons, and 
the despondency which seizes their spirits, 
soon becom®s fatal. 

“Every morning several instances are 
found of the dead and living, like the cap- 
tives of Mezentius. fastened together. 

“Epidemical fevers break out and infect 
the seamen likewise. And thus the op- 
pressed and the oppressor fall by the same 
stroke. 

“Usually two-thirds of a cargo of slaves 
are males and it is always taken for grant- 
ed that they will gain their liberty if pos- 
sible. They are always chained to rings 
fastened on the decks. 

“I have seen slaves that were guilty of 
insurrection subjected to the most unmerci- 
ful whippings, continued till the poor crea- 
tures have not had power to groan under 
their sufferings. I have seen them agoniz- 
ing for davs under the torture of a thumb- 
screw. 

“IT have seen 
mention if. 

“I have heard a captain boast of his 
conduct toward a number of slaves who 
attempted ‘ise up on him. Alter he had 
suppressed the insurrection, he sat in 
judgment upon the insurgents: and. not 
only in cold blood, adjudged several of them 
to die, but studied. with no small attention, 
how to make death as

High Society of Crookdom 


The “‘Spiders,’?’ Who Weave Webs to Entangle Unwary Members of Smart Set, Lay Traps, 
That Net Thousands of Dollars—but the Public Seldom Hears of Their Lucrative Coups 
By C. Patrick Thompson 


HEN neWs broke that a gentleman 
had been arrested in Philadelphia 
on a charge of prizing something 
than a million dollars by 
u ul means from the pockets of “a 
high British personage” and some others, 
members of the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment at Scotland. Yard looked up in 
surprise and said “Aha! And their col- 
leagues of Paris and Berlin doubtless also 
elevated their sophisticated evebrows and 
made exclamations suitable to the occasion. 

Por this looked like.a charge of a “spider” 
crime: and among the specialists who study 
the wavs of this most delicate. fastidions. 
aloof and elusive of all the denizens of 
the international underworld, it is general- 
ly accepted that “spiders” are not found in 
the United States: indeed, that they desert 
the favorable environment of the luxury 
playgrounds of the Old World only in order 
to spin a little web and pull something 
particularly soft into it on the trans-At- 
lantie ferry, heading east again by the 
next @at nosing ont of the New York 
clocks. 

Here let me say that a spider is some- 
ume more than a gentleman. or, it may 
. ao beady. who spins a Nttle web with in- 
iont to lure therein some wealthy person 
and strip him of a portion of bie bank ro!l.

Investigation Department circles ‘where 
they make subtle differentiations unknown 
to the common or garden variety of eop, 
who would bluntly term our friend a crook 
and let it go at that) he must be a high 
fiver and he must operate in the interna-

“There are spiders and spiders. They 


range from the astute brain which wove a 
web around the celebrated “Mr. A.” and 
stripped him of a million dollars to the 
genius who “played” the South American 
whom We must call “Mr. X.” for twelve 
months before selling him an Flizabethan 
country house full of spurious antiques and 
old masters painted the previous year in an 
attic factory on the left bank of the Seine: 
and from the siren who began to spin in a 
Palm Beach hotel the web in which she 
eventually caught her banker from the 
American Middle-West in a compromising 
situation in a London hotel, and took $25,- 
000 from him without leaving any sour 
feelings, to the Greek gambler who patient- 
ly went On weaving a web around the 
wealthy Enelish Jew art dealer for two 
years before he caught him in it in the 


stateroom of a trans-Atlantic liner, and, 
after the expert banditry. asked the victim 
smilingly what he was going to do about it 
and got the furious but inevitabigjanswer— 
“Nothing!” 

The sophisticated will understand why 
the crimes of the spider (Crimes? It seems 
a rough. hard word) are an Old World 
phenomenon, rarely known in the United 
States. The federated states of North 
America comprise a rich. new land which 
sends wealthy travelers forth for long so- 
journs in the capitals and beauty spots of 
older lands, but does not in like manner 
receive the wealthy pleasure seekers and 
hohday makers of the Old World, except 
perhaps to some extent in Florida, whose 
attractions as a winter resort the rich and 
highly-placed of England discovered at 
about the same time as Mr. A! Capone 

As both a psychologist and a romapticist, 
the spider is aware that so long as his po- 
tential prev remains at home amid familar 
surroundings and people and scenery, he 
may spin endless webs, vet the fly will 
never come into his parlor; but once get 
the millionaire, the wealthy aristocrat, the 
banker. the merchant prince. the potentate, 
the rich woman with a reputation to lose— 
xet any one of these away from family 
mansion. ancestral castle, summer estate 


or the office, and waft him off for a play- 
time session to same foreign paradise—and 
who knows what may happen? 

These are the times when the blood 
quickens, the eye brightens, the old sense 
of adventure comes alive again. The pro- 
tective crust is off. Normal defenses are 
weakened. In short, and to borrow the in- 
excusably crude phrase of one spider (it 
destroyed his web just as it was completed 
and ali ready for the fly—serving him right) 
the bacon is ready to be fried. 

The case of “Mr. A..” now the Maharajah 
of Kashmir, who was pulled into as pretty 
a spiders web as has ever been woven 
and paid $1,006,000 te get out of it. back 
in 1924. is one of the classic cases. I have 
known crime specialists to go into ecstasies 
over that affair. 

Here we have a young Indian prince, he 
to a throne and millions. on holiday in 
Lonagon and Paris. At a London charity 
ball he meets an attractive lady: in Paris 
she comes to his rcom—-and so, at the mo- 
ment considered correct in these comedies, 
does the lady’s husband. A million dollars 
will assuage the husband's wounded feelings 
fini save the prince from being cited as co- 
respondent in a divorce snit. The prince. 
in @ pant, pays. If this gets out. iti mmy 
bin ham His wnele, the maharuatzh 
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straitlaced. He has only adopted his nephew 
as heir to hit kingdom and fortune any- 
way, and there is a stromg rival on the 
scene already. All the factors and circum- 
Stances are perfect. It would all look like a 
dream, too good to be true, but for the 
steely fact that spiders deal in dreams and 
weave their webs of such fantasies—they 
can do nothing with the threads of the 
commonplace and the everyday. 

There was only one thing wrong with 
that job. Too many spiders were needed to 
spin the web between India, London and 
Paris, ani some subsequently got greedy 
and quarrelled over the division of the 
spoil; and so, ironically enough, the whole 
affair was thrown out of court on the 
initiative of spiders warring for their “legal 
rights;” and the truth came out. 

Spiders figure more prominently in the 
private files of police departments and 
family lawyers than in the published rec- 
ords of crime. Some of t&e neatest and 
most artistic jobs have never got into the 
newspapers or brought their perpetrators 
into the dock. For example: 

On a dull day last April one of the most 
interesting women in Europe set sail from 
Liverpool, en route for one of the smalier 
and more tolerant South American repub- 
lics. A Scotland Yard officer saw her 
aboard the train, and two higher officers 
traveled up in that train and saw her off 
at the ganzplank. She rather appreciated 
the compliment. Under the shelter of the 
dark roof she looked out at the gray drift 
of rain and wrinkled a noticeably provoca- 
tive nose, and shrugged. But she extended 
a slim hand to each of her escorts in turn. 
“Charmed,” she smiled, “charmed.” Men 
stending near glanced over with envy and 
curiosity, for this was a notably elegant 
and lovely woman, dressed with taste, as be- 
fitted a duchess. 

Wonderful how people rise in the world! 
In 1921 this duchess was a hostess in a 
Paris night club, and her name then was 
Jenny—well, we will forget surnames in this 
article. But if you went back to 1911 you 
would have seen her, a barefoot tot, at- 
tending her mother’s orange barrow in the 
streets of Marseilles while the aforesaid 
parent went off for her shot of brandy 
(which was often). 

Just when Lucille (her baptismal name) 
took her first step in “spiderism” no one 
knows except Lucille; but we do know just 
when and -how she acquired her legitimate 
title of duchesse, because the records of her 
marriage to the decrepit old French rove 
whose ancestors secured the title back in 
the days of Louis XIII are all in order; and 
we also know that on her first visit to Eng- 
land soon after the war she operated a bac- 
carat club in a Mayfair mansion through 
the whole of a Lendon season and ieft for 
Paris with a useful reputation, a number of 
valuable acquaintances and $75,000 in Bank 
of England notes in a jewel case. 

In following years she came back twice 
and in certain circles was known as the 
queen of the baccarat clubs. Persons of 
rank, wealth and high repute went to play 
in her gaming salon and none had cause 
for complaint from first to last. 

The duchesse is typical of the high-flyers 
who flit from capital to capital and from 
exotic playground to exotic playground, ac- 
cording to the season, live by their wits and 
cause the police endless trouble. You could 
not by any means persuade this sophisti- 
cated, self-made lady. with her curious foot- 
ing in the high world, the half-world and 
the underworld, to mark the cards, tamper 
with a roulette wheel, “pack’ a poker table 
or employ one of those flexible-fingered 
gentlemen who can deal with equal facility 
from the top, the middle or the bottom of 
the pack, or what have you. That would be 
silly, sharp, bad for business and especially 
for her sidelines. 

Sinhe has her sidelines. She introduces 
men with money to men who want money. 
Sine assists. at a price, the socially ambi- 
tious. also moths anxious to “see life.’ She 
has married off fat widows of fifty .to 
gigolos and taken a commission from both 
parties on the deal. Further, she does a 
lucrative trade in introducing rich fools, 
young and old, to crooks who can Strip 
them, far, far away from her and her beat, 

The particular affair as a result of which 
she had been ‘‘requested” to leave England 
was something about which the full truth 
will never be published. In the autumn of 
last year a gang of international crooks ar- 
ranged to buy a French ancestral chateau, 
with contents, and resell. They sold to a 
wealthy Argentine cattle man, who intend- 
ed to spend part of every year in France 
with his family. He bought, on an evxpeit’s 


valuation, pictures, silver and so om. The 
price was well over $500,000 

Well, the expert was ‘“‘nobbled.’ He passed 
as genuine some spurious pictures and 


works of art and, in all, let his client in for 
twice as much as he should have paid. The 
sale had no sooner been completed and the 
money secured and sent out of the country 
than the gang robbed the mansion, and not 
only stripped it of the few genuine old mas- 
ters, silver, everything worth carrying away 
but also cleared off the spurious pictures 
and objets dart. No evidence was left of 
the original fraud. The police were sent 
after the robbers and failed to get them, 


The chiefs of the detective bureau got on 
the track of the truth about the affair, but 
without proof or captures there was nothe- 
ing they could do. 

Our duchesse played the chief role in that 
coup. She had met. in Paris the impover- 
ished French nobleman who wanted to sell, 
and she had conceived the whole ingenious 
scheme. She also found the buyer, whom 
she had met at Biarritz that season 
social way. Her share of the spoils is said, 
in quarters where these things are gossiped 
about, to have amounted to more than 
$60,000. 


She had arranged to repeat a somewhat 
similar coup in England when the C. I. D.— 
which now works in close touch with the 
detective forces of Europe and New York 
police headquarters—paid her a social call 
and suggested that a sea voyage would 
benefit her health.

Wherever in England or Europe cosmo- 
politan society, and especially rich and so- 
cially ambitious Americans, settle during a 
season, there you find these sirens, their 
hangers-on or their paramours, gathering 
like vultures for the feast. Some are highly 
accomplished blackmailers, who make a 
business of compromising married men, but 
manage without ever pulling anything raw 
or creating a scandal, which would hurt 
them as much as their victim. 

As neat a piece of blackmailing work as 
the history of this branch of crime knows 
was accomplished in London during May

last year. f pick it becanse [t shoay Gow 
different the real thing, as practiced by the 
astute professionals of international crook- 
dom, is from the general run of blackmail- 
ing that comes up in the courts and gets 
the criminal a well-deserved ten years.

Two Sudden Deaths 
Kansas Put Three Persons 
In Jail for Life, One of 


Them Prominent Surgeon.

sy q HE disastrous chain of events im 
ia -s the life of Dr. S. A. Brainard, 


in 


24 prominent surgeon of Coffeyville, 
| Ma} Kan... began with the death of 
Mrs. Esther O'Dare Nidiffer on September 
13, 1930. 

Mrs. Nidiffer, attractive and popular, had 
been ill since September 7. She died in the 
home of Mrs. Maude Martin following an 
operation by Dr. Brainard. He reported the 
ceuse of death as a ruptured appendix and 
peritonitis. The operation, he said, had been 
performed in a desperate attempt te save 
her life. 

Nevertheless, the authorities were puz- 
zied, and, as it turned out, they had rea- 
son to be puzzled. 

The investigation began after the bedy 
was. brought to the Jackson Funeral Home 
in Independence, Kan. W. J. Aldrich, coun- 
ty coroner, and Dr. Hart Goodloe. in the 
presence of the undertaker, Gienn M. Webb. 
performed an autopsy which revealed that 
an intestine had been cut, that the ends 
had been tied together, and that the ap- 
pendix was in perfect condition! 

It was a startling discovery—a discovery 
that was to lead to one of the most sensa- 
tional murder cases in the criminal history 
of the Middle West. 


Aldrich and Goodloe asked each other 
why an “operation” of this character should 
have been performed. As nearly as they 
could determine, the woman had been m 
good health, and there scemed to have bean 
nething wrong with the severed intestine. 
They agreed that the cutting of the in- 
testine had been sufficient to cause death. 

The only logical conclusion, they decided 
(although this was not borne out by the 
autopsy), was that an illegal operation had 
been performed, that it had appeared likely 
te prove fatal, and that in an attempt to 
conceal the real cause of death the surgeon 
had severed an intestine. 

Aldrich communicated his findings to 
the sheriff and his inquiry resulted in the 
issuance of two warrants charging first ¢de- 
gree murder. Mrs. Martin was arrested 
September 16 and Dr. Brainard the follow- 
ing day. They were charged with the mur- 
der of Esther Nidiffer and relersed on 
bond. 

“I never heard of such a ridiculous 
chafge,” exclaimed Brainard. “I am a repu- 
table practitioner, Mrs. Nidiffer died as 
I have said she died, as a result of a per- 
fectly legal operation performed in an ef- 
fort to save her life.’’ 

Preliminary hearings later in the month 
disclosed enough evidence to hold the two 
for trial in the district court. Brainard was 
freed under $5,000 bond and Mrs. Martin 
under $3,500 bond. 


BRAINARD, THE SURGEON, 
CHARGES FRAMEUP. 


The surgeon continued to insist that he 
was being made the victim of an official 
frameup, that he would surely be vindicated 
if accorded a fair trial. Mrs. Martin kept 
her mouth shut—publicly, at any rate. 

The trial date was set for November 17. 
Defense attorneys requested separate triais 
and this was granted, with Braimard’s trial 
placed first on the calendar. Subsequently 
the murder charge against Mrs. Martin was 
dropped and she was called to the stand 
in Brainard’s trial as the star witness for 
the state. 


MES. MARTIN BARES 
STORY OF GIRL’S DEATH. 


Large crowds thrémged the Montgomery 
county courthouse to hear Mrs. Martin testi- 
fy. Dr. Brainard Was a leading citizen ol 
Coffeyville. a member of the board of edu- 
cation. and an active churchgoer. He sat at 
his ease in the midst of his attorneys and 
members of his family. a confident smile 
on his face. He certainly did not look like 
@ murderer. 

Mis. Martin 
Brainard had 


testified that she and Dr.

She said she 
saw Dr. Brainard deliberately cut the in- 
testine, hoping thus to deceive the authori- 
ties into accepting his certificate giving 
the cause of death as peritonitis as a re- 
sult of a ruptured appencix 
Tue defendant's smile disappeared as the 
woman told her story. He Sat rigid in his 
chair. the muscles of his jaw swelling and 
subsiding.

journed for the day. When the trial was 
resumed the next morning it was ebserved 
that Charles Bucher, chief defense coun- 
sel, appeared to be drunk. Judge J. W. 
Holdren, therefore, declared Bucher in con- 
tempt of court, fined him $50 and deciared 
the whole case a mistrial as a result of the 
occurrence. 

An absurd. silly sort of incident. one 
would say. Yet it indirectly had a ghastly 
result. 


The trial now had te be set for the 
next term of court. More than that, every- 
thing hed to be gone Over again, the se- 
lection of the jury, the hearing of evidence. 
This meant, of course. that Mrs. Martin's 
damaging story would have to be retoid. 
What she told in the trial-which-wasn't-a- 
trial was simply wiped off the record. But 
she asserted she would be quite willing to 
tell it all over again when the new trial 
opened in January. 

The next event occurred on the night of 
January 5, 1931, when Mrs. Maude Martin 
was murdered. 

Incredible. Yes. But it happened 

She was at home. She was shot once 
through the head, the bullet entering above 
the right ear and coming out at the left 
jaw. She was hurried to a hospitel, but 
died without regaining consciousness. 


MISS SULLIVAN MAKES 
THE MISTAKE OF LEAVING. 


Police officers could find no clues at the 


scene, but when a young woman named 
Muriel Sullivan, also known as ‘Billie 
Prown. left town the next day, the police 
decided to look her un and find out why 


she had left. It was known that Miss Sulli- 
van had been a friend of the murdered 
woman and had been a frequent yisitor at 


the Martin home. She had beeh staying 
the Beldorf hotel in Coffeyville since 
December 29. 

Why had she left Coffeyville the das 
after the tragedy? If she was a friend, why 
shouldnt she remain for the services? 

The officers learned that Muriel Sulh- 
vans home was in Seminole, Oxia They 
also learned that Dr. Brainard'’s automobix 
renorted stolen. had been taken to Seminole 
and soid 


Now what did this mean? Could there be 


any possible connection between these cir- 
cumstances? 

On January 10 an inquest into the death 
of Mrs. Martin was postponed for one week 
at the suggestion of County Attorney War- 
ren B. Grant. It had developed that a pur- 
ported suicide note, which cleared Brain- 
ard of the Nidiffer killing, hed been found 
in the Martin home. The note said: 

“I am guilty of Esther's death and Brain- 
aid is innocent. Mra, Martin.” 

Next event—Murie livan was arrested 
en January 11 in Seminole by the night

Jones a week later entered a plea of 
guil'y to first degree murder and received 
@ ike term. 

ijale Orrison was released, since his only 
ashore in the affair was to carry the money 
from Jones to Muriel Sullivan, and to take 
her in his taxicab to the station when she 
left town. There was no evidence that he 


‘knew he was participating in a murder. 


No evidence was offered to show why or 
how Brainard’s car had been taken to 
Seminole, and officers were unable to clear 
uy this angle of the case. 

County Aititerney Grant decided ' tem- 
porarily to drop the Nidiffer charge against 
Brainard and concentrate on trying the 
doctor for the murder of Mrs. Martin. Ac- 
cordingly a new Warrant Was issued and 
the trial set for February 23. 

Sy fow the case had attracted interest 
throughout the country. Reporters and cam- 
eramen from the big city papers flocked 
to town for the trial. For miles around the 
natives declared a holiday to motor to the 
acene of the big doings. Public feeling, 
which had formeriy been more sympathetic 
than hostile, had turned against the seur- 
geon until the inhabitants in the main re- 
garded him as a sort of monster. Which 
probably wasn't an exageerated conception, 


PRISONER COMFS FROM 
JAIL TO TESTIFY. , 


Pan! Jones was brought from state’s 
prison under heavy guard to testify against 
the defendant. He wept frequently during 
the examination, it being necessary at one 
time to declare a recess to allow this heart- 
broken murderer to recover his composure. 

His story coincided with the purported 
confession he made following his arrest— 
that he contracted to have Mrs. Martin 
killed for Brainard so that she would not 
be able to testify at the trial. 

The witness said he became acquainted 
with Brainard in the district court before 
the doctor's abortive trial in November. 
Jones had been indicted for liquor viola- 
tions and, like Brainard, had been deserted 
by co-defendants who turned state's evi- 
dence against him. 

He said he had received between $400 and 
$500 from Brainard. He was to arrange the 
assassination, pay the assassin out of this 
money, amd keep the rest. He said Floyd 
Graham, a Coffeyville man, brought him 
the first $150 of the sum—Graham was not 
implicated in the case, however, except as 
an innocent messenger. 

Still another local man was linked up 
in the conspiracy when Jones testified that 
FP. B. (Bun) Hanlon, a lawyer, came to 
him and told him that “there would be a 
lot of money in it’, if he (Jones) would 
get rid of Mrs. Martin. As usual in murder 
trials, there was much squabbling as to the 
meaning of the phrase “get rid of.”. No 
charges were brought against Hanlon 


JURORS EAT UNDER 
EAGLE EYE OF LAW. 


The court took extraordinary measures 
to keep the trial clean and wholesome. 
Judge Holdren issued orders that the jurors 
be kept together, They were provided with 
sleeping quarters and ate their meals un- 
der the eagle eye of the sheriff 

Jones’ testimony was challenged by the 
defense when, in cross-examination, he be- 
came mixed up in some of his statements. 
He became so confused finally that when 
a defense attorney asked him whether or 
net Brainard had had anything to do with 
the plotting of the death of Mra. Martin, 
he replied: “I dont know.” 


This reply caused much swelling of veins 
among the prosecution forces, In earlier 
stories Jones had placed virtually all the 
blame on Brainard,

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Greatest Mysteries When Admiral 
Warrender Led Battle Squadron 
Over Mine Field Laid by Germans

Message Caused Major Disaster.

POW the British 23,000-ton super-dreadnaught 
Audacious was sunk by a mine off the Irish 
coast on the morning of October 27, 1914, be- 
cause of a delayed message to Admiral] Jelli- 


— 


coe, then in command of the Grand Fieet, is no longer 


the greatest of all the secrets of the great war. The 
astonishing story of this great fighting monster plung- 
ing to its watery doom is told for the first time by E. 
<eble Chatterton in his book, “The Sea Raiders,’ pub- 
lished by Hurst & Blackett, of London. 

There can be no questioning the authenticity of 
Chattéerton’s narratWe, because he has enjoyed the rare 
privilege of examining the official documents concern- 

« ing the disaster. Aside from delving into the secret files 
of the British admiralty, the author sought out many 
eyewitnesses of the sinking of the Audacious, from whom 
he received first-hand impressions of the first great 
naval tragedy of the great war, 

Great War Secret. 

Up until recently the sinking of H. M. S. Audacious 
was one of the greatest secrets of the conflict which 
raged. during those hectic days of 1914-1918. 


She was at the time the crack battleship of the Royal 
navy, equipped with all the latest improvements, and 
manned by a thousand picked officers and men. It was, 
therefore, natural that the British admiralty should take 
extraordinary precautions to keep the news of the dis- 
aster from the Germ‘%ns. 

Survivors of the crew of the Audacious were enjoined 
to keep a still tongue in their heads, even to the extent 
of maintaining silence about the disaster within the 
sanctity of their own homes. 


And to the editor of every newspaper in Englend, 
Scotland, Wales and northern Ireland, on December 4, 
1914, was dispatched the following official notice: 


The board of admiralty are satisfied that up to 
the present the enemy do not know with certainty 
whether the Audacious has been lost or not. This 
fact justifies a continuance of the reticence which 
for nearly a month was successful in preventing 
even 2 rumor reaching the enemy. 


Their lordships desire most earnestly to emphasize 
the importance of shrouding in mystery and 
secrecy, at all times and by every means, the num- 
ber of dreadnaughts available with the flag of the 
commander-in-chief at any particular period. This 
must be accepted as the settled policy of the board, 
in full agreement with the commander-in-chief, and 
it is the duty of loyal subjects and friends of the 
country to do their utmost on al! occasions to fure 
ther it. 


Would Have Meant Peath. 

The British press in general and Fleet Street in pare 
ticular, had no alternative but to remain silent on the 
subject. It would have fared ill for any London editor 
to have so much as hinted at the fate of the Audacious. 
Indeed, it would have meant his death at the hands of 
& liring squad in the Tower. 

While the great and mighty Lord Northcliffe, czar af 
the newspaper publishing world of Britain. voiced a 
vigorous protest over the admiralty gag, he remained in 
line, for he well knew what would happen to him should 
he challenge the rule of silence. 

But about the countryside, from John o'° Groats 
to Land’s End, rumors, some of the wildest, too, sped 
as if on wings. And it was not long before the mystery The Super-Vreadnaught Audacious was fatally struck by a blindly lsid Germen mine— ¢ 
concerning the Audacious was being discussed in hushed 
whispers in every home, in every club and in every 
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The Berlin steamed cut of the Weser on Seprember 21, 
under conditions of the greatest secrecy, but the morning 
broke unusually clear and tine, and the captain headed 
her back home when only 80 miles northwest of Heligo« 
land 


Spreading the Mines. 


As the date of the ceparture of the troopships from 
Canada was delayed from September 23 to October 3, the 
German naval authorities decided to make another ate 
tempt 

An ambitious mining operation, including the mining 
of the Grand Fleet at its Scottish bases was organized, 
The latter part of the scheme was to be undertaken by 
the mine layer Nautilus, and the two ships began their 
journey on October 16, escorted as far as the Doever 
bank by German battleships.

Big Bill Blomberg, who with his Alaskan

Then I teach 
him to sit up against a straight wall, which 
only supports his back. When he fina 
learns to sit up out im the middle of the

floor without any support at,all, he must 
learn to sit up on a wobbly object. I start 
with a box, which I rock genffy after he is 
seated on it. From a box he goes to a 
Plank four or five inches wide, and then 
he learns to balance himself on a loose 
rope. It took me nine months te teach him 
this trick perfectly.

Much the same method was used by Al 
Gordon in teaching his dog te juinp up on 
a swinging bar.

When they can do this easily; you be- 
gin to raise the bar a little bit at a time, 
until the dog roaches his limit. The mein 
thing is to repeat and repeat, do it over 
ve over again.

Madame Olympia stressed the piay ele- 
ment in teaching a dog a trick. “Make a 
game out of it, and let them enjoy doing 

ick. dent enjoy any other 
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give the dog the same signal to start and 
the same signal to stop. If the dog is to 
waik out on the stage on your right side, 
you must go out that way every day. If 
you should walk out with him on your left 
one day, it would confuse the dog.

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Slams With a Partial Score

HE rich bonuses paid for bidding 
Pest and making slams at contract al- 
ameia ford one of the most stimulating 
| Ge} mental hazards in this most ab- 
sorbing game. , 
The technique of slam bidding has bee 
a fruitful source of discussion since the 
beginnings of contract. In the early days 
crude “cue” bidding was favored by some 
as the most exact way of showing safely 
biddable slams. In the approach forcing 


@eystem such methods are never advised 


except in the overbid of a suit bid.by one 
of the opponents to show there are no 
losers in that suit and that the hand does 
contain distinct slam’ possibilities. 

A partial score is a distinct disadvantage 
in slam bidding as it hampers the normal 
exchange of information. Both partners fear 
to show the full strength of their hands 
lest the contract be pushed teo high and a 
sure game sacrificed seeking the will-o'-the- 
wisp of an unattainable slam. 

The usual convention is that any bid 
higher than a game indicates slam possi- 
bilities; and the bidding is carried up from 
that point in accordance with the added 
strength held. 

With a score of 40 or more, any response 
to an opening bid becomes a forcing bid, 
and the bidding must be kept open until 


mediate game bid or overbid of the game 
contract, which partner may pass. For in- 
stance, with 60 on score, South bids

very slight help from partner. Others play 
that their two-bid is as strong with or 
without a score. Inasmuch as partner should 
make a special effort to keep the bidding 
open if he has any strength whatever, it 
is hardly mecessary to bid for the game 
even when holding a lay-down for it, un- 
less in a@@dition the hand contains great 
honor strength. One solution of the prob- 
lem is to reduce the requirements for a two- 
bid in a suit te 41-2 honor-tricks, under 
these conditions. In addition it is necessary 
for a player to have a fairly strong suit, 
especially if the bid is two spades ar two 
hearts, as he may be left to play at that 
suit even though partner has no strength 
in it. Partner can then base any try for a 
slam he may make on the assumption of 
41-2 tricks_as a minimum for the open- 
ing bid. Any bid he may make shows some 
strength; he is not compelled to respend, 
as* game has already been bid. 

Contract is a game of very delicage in- 
ferences between partners. No two players 
are so Closely attuned that they never 
have a misu . The following 
hand illustrates slam bidding to a part- 
score, and shows how two players may 


place an entirely different construction on 


the bidding.

To bid higher would prevent South from 
giving the full information as to his 
hand. A jump bid of three in clubs or 
diamonds would also indicate a five-card 
suit. 


2—The expected response. ° 

3—Partmer should construe this bid as 
probably a siam try, as it continues the 
bidding beyond game. There is a pos- 
sibility, however, that South has a weak 
but very freakish hand, which would 
play better at four clubs or four dia- 
monds than at two notrump. 


4—This confirms the probable inference 
that the three club bid was a siam try, 
as if South had a freak, he would bid 
four diamonds. It also shows that at 
least the club suit and perhaps both 
clubs and diamonds are four-card suits. 


5— This bid was construed entirely differ- 
ently by North and South. North claim- 
ed that he had made two minimum re- 
sponses to South's bidding, and that his 
bid of four diamonds merely showed 
that he preferred to play the hand at 
diamonds, and that South should have 
regarded it in that light. South, however, 
drew an entirely different set of infer- 
ences: 

(a) That North's two notrump bid did 
not. mnecessarily indicate North's hand 
was a minimum, as at that time he did 
not know that South's hand might be a 
weak one. 
(b) That North's three diamond bid was 
not necessarily a minimum as it Was 
not a game contract, and therefore com- 
pelied a further response from South. 
(c) That South in bidding three no- 
trump had taken full responsibility for 
the hand, and guaranteed that the hand 
was safe at that contract, otherwise. 
he would have left the bidding at two 
notrump;: South expected to close the 
bidding at three notrump unless North 
could see a possible slam. Consequently, 
any further bid by North could only be 
construed as a siam trv. 
In spite of the outcome, it will be noted 
that if only North’s*heart and spade hold- 


ings were interchanged the hand would be 
a laydown for six.

The Defense Value of Honors. 


In all trump bids the same hand possesses 
a double standard of vaines: 

The value in attack—when played at own 
or partmer’s trump bids. 

The value in defense—when played 
against opponent's trump bid. 

I nattack a hand such as spades A K Q@ 
65 43 2, hearts 10 9 7, diamonds 3, clubs 
3 is worth eight tricks and easily justifies 
a shut-out opening four spade bid. 

In defense—say against adverse diamond 
bid—the same hand is worth but one trick 
for the spade ace since the spade king 
will probably be ruffed. 


A Referendum on Systems 


The National Bridge Association, a na- 
tion-wide organization of bridge players, 
is now conducting a referendum to deter- 
mine whether or not the contract players 
of the United States wish to see standardi- 
zation in bidding and, if so, on what con- 
ditions. 

Ballots are being mailed out to various 
cities but any bridge players desiring to 
participate may secure copies of the ballot 
for themselves or their friends by writing 
to the National Bridze Association, at 570 
Lexington avenue, New York. 

Ever since the beginnings of contract 
there has been much criticism of the mul- 
tiplicity of bidding conventions. The Na- 
tional Bridge Association believes that the 
time has come when agreement can be 
reached to end this situation. 

The result of the test will be interesting.

‘American Tournament 


BY BARCLAY SHEPARD,

OR the first time in many years 
an important bridge tournament 
was held in the east without Wil- 
bur C. Whitehead present and 
taking a prominent part. When play began 
in the summer tournament of the Ameri- 
can Bridge League at Asbury Park on the 
New Jersey shore he did not answer the 
roll call. Last year he played in every na- 
tional event on the program and fimished 
well up in them all. He will be a factor, 
though, even after he has passed on, for the 
Wilbur C. Whitehead trophies, emblematic 
of the national contract championship for 
pairs of women players, was competed for 
not only this year, but will be probably 
every year as long as contract lives—a 
permanent memorial to what he did for the 
game. 


Whitehead is being missed. He is being 
badly missed. He was affable and easy to 
become acquainted with: practically every- 
body who knew him called him “Whitey.” 
Actually thousands of people had addressed 
him with that affectionate nickname, to 
say nothing of the many, many more thou- 
sands—or rather millions—who knew his 
fame and who directly or indirectly had 
learned better bricge because of him. 

Whitehead’s dcath was typical of his 
life. Aboard the Isle de France, bound to 
Europe on a trip which his doctors hoped 
would help restore his health, he would not 
rest. He worked. He took with him sevé6ral 
great loose-leaf books in which were bound 
thousands of sheets, each presenting every 
card ef some bridge hand played in one 
tournament or another. He spent his rest- 
ing hours analyzing these and conducting 
research regarding certain phases of con- 
tract bidding, to make as sure as possible 
his opinions regarding the exact require- 
ments for particular declarations. But his 
research was ended abruptly when he en- 
countered the one hand he could not an- 
alyze—the hand of Death. 


Among all the men wiio “have become. 
prominent in bridge none of them was quite 
the investigator that Whitehead was. None 
ef them would take hand after hand and 
test theories as applied te them in the way 
that he would. He loved it. And he loved 
to be able to cite an unlimited number of 
actual cases to prove the soundness of his 
ideas. 

The game owes much to his pioneer work, 
particularly in his origination of the ‘‘quick 
trick” theory—the fact that every opening 
bid should show at least some specific — 
amount of strength in cards which could 
take tricks quickly against a suit bid by the 
epponents. Every modern bidding method 
includes such requirements, and so probably 
will every bidding system of future years, 
just as the term “quick trick’’ will probably 
live as long as the game is played. 

Perhaps the conductor of this Forum will 
be pardoned for saying that he was proud 
to call himself one of *“‘Whitey’s”’ closest as- 
sociates through a term of years and that 
his most treasured trophy is the first he 
ever won in a national tournament—an 
American Bridge League top score pin won 
with Wilbur C. Whitehead as his partner, 
which for sentimentaj reasons is the only 
one he ever wears on hfs coat lapel.

When this hand was played North counted 
plenty of probable tricks and so jumped to 
six diamonds which were made after West's 
club lead because the king and queen of 
clubs afforded two heart discards, the 
finesse in hearts being unnecessary. The 
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ERY often the most important 
work of the garden is slighted to 
a great extent. This is the work 
of thorough preparation of the 
before the planting is actually car- 
ried on. whether of seeds, plants or bulbs. 
This statement is so true and so evident 
that it hardly seems true that this work 
of preparation is being slighted, and yet 
most of our troubles in the garden may be 
Jaid to lack of thorough soil preparation. 

Just before the flower is ready to bloom, 
or just before the vegetable is ready to be 
eaten, any gardener is anxious and willing 
to go to almost any extreme to take the 
proper care of the plants, but the time for 
thai work is past and if the proper prep- 
aration of the soil was not carried on 
earlier we will have to be satisfied with an 
inferier flower or vegetable. Much has been 
said and written within recent years about 
the constantly increasing disease among 
flowers and vegetables at the present time. 
Almost every year new diseases or new 
insects appear. There has been a theory 
advanced, and there may be a basis of 
truth in it, that the reason for the preva- 
lency of disease is that the plant is not 
being grown properly, and is therefore in @ 
weakened condition and disease or insects 
find an easy entrance. , 

With the general characteristics of good 
garden soil almost every amateur gardener 
is familiar. If the soil is too light and 
sandy, heavier soil should be added along 
with some sort of humus. If the soil is too 
heavy. then sand, wood ashes and lime may 
be added to balance it. 

The plant, regardless of its origin, bulb, 
seed or cutting, must have the proper food 
in the soil before it starts growing. The 
plant depends upon only two sources for all 
of its food, absorption through the roots 
and absorption through the leaves. For 
both of these functions to be carried on 
there is one thing that is necessary, and 
that is plenty of moisture. 

It is a fact that the amount of water 
varies in percentage from 60 per cent to 
90 per cent in the plant itself, but the 
inost important part of that statement lies 
in the fact that for each pound of water 
that actually stays in the plant and becomes 
a part of it, usually 95 or more pounds have 
evaporated through the leaves. By a simple 
bit of arithmetic it may be seen that for 
each pound of solid matter in your garden, 
there has been used from 500 to 1,000 
pounds of water. If you will stop and think 
sbout that fact it will be evident how im- 
portant a part moisture plavs in every gar- 
den 

There are a number of ways that mois- 
ture-bearing humus may be supplied for 
the average vegetable garden. 

Very few gardens during the fall are as 
Jarge as those used in the spring. For that 
yeason there is usually a large part of the 
garden lying idle throughout the winter 
time. And there is usually no good reason 
why this land could not be used for some 
sort of winter cover crop. 

These so-called winter cover crops, such 
as alfalfa, crimson clover, burr clover, red 
clover, Austrian winter peas or hairy vetch 
will serve to answer our question about 
water storage. The growth of the plant it- 
seli during the winter will add a certain 
amount of humus to the soil, and if these 
plants are turned under in the spring a 
very large amount of humus will have been 
added, 

One of the best winter cover crops for 
small gardens is ‘hairy or winter vetch, 
sometimes called the cow pea of the win- 
ter. Another similar plant is Austrian win- 
ter peas. very widely grown in the south, 
particularly in Alabama. Vetch is particu- 
jarly easily grown and a particularly con- 
sistently heavy grower, When planted dur- 
ing the late summer or early fall as a cov- 
er crop it prevents leaching and wash- 
ing of the garden. Like al! legumes, it im- 
proves the land by adding nitrogen and 
organic nitrate to the soil. Besides nitrogen, 
vtech furnishes organic matter which is 
valuable in improving the physical condi- 
tion of the soil and in making availabie 
the mineral elements of plant food in the 
soil. It is in this improvement of the me- 
chanical condition of the soi] that we. as 
backvard gardeners, are continually inter- 
ested. If the soil is in the proper mechani- 
cal condition it is a comparatively simple 
matter to add sufficient plant food for the 


vegetable or the flower plant's proper 
yrowth 
For the average backvard garden, im-

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derstanding over this term than over any 
other.

Through the planting of winter cover crops 
we are supplying decayed vegetable matter 
in exactly the manner in which nature in- 
tended it to be added. 
VEGETABLES IN THE GARDEN. 

While a part of our garden is being im- 
proved, while we are thinking about next 
vear, let us not forget that much may, 
and must be done now for vegetables to be 
used during the fall and winter. Swiss 
chard is one of the fool-proof vegetables 
like spimach, in its certainty to produce. 
It is a logical successor to the spimach crop 
for greens, as it starts in production as 
the spinach yields to hot weather and goes 
out of business. It also may be planted 
earlier in the fall than spinach. Chard is 
the ideal greens for the city garden because 
of the large output from small space. 

It ‘is a beet that is so busy making top 
that it does not have time to make a root 
to speak of. It is also of fair complexion 
while the beet is ruddy. The old-fashioned 
way of using chard was to pull up the en- 
tire plant when gathering it for the table. 
The modern and improved way is to cut 
the leaves and let the plant keep on pro- 
ducing, which it will do most ,obligingly. 

Like beet, the seed should not be sown 
very thickly as each seed is a bunch of 
seeds, in fact. It should be thinned to two 
inches apart, and as the plants crowd each 


other they can be pulled to leave them sik 
inches apart for permanent cutting. | 

While chard is used mostly for its greens, 
the thick, fleshy mid-ribs and stems may 
be served separately cooked like asparagus. 
They have a very delicate flavor prepared 
in this manner, 


While it will grow under the most ad- 
verse circumstances, rich soil and good cul- 
tivation do wonders in producing heavy 
foliage and nicer stems and mid-ribe, 


SPINACH, 


Spinach is the easiest garden crop and 
the surest to produce something in the way 
of an edible vegetable, no matter how bad- 
Jy it is treated. There is a tendency among 
gardeners in urban districts to pass by 
spinach as a home garden crop because it 
is so plentiful in the market and is sold 
at a reasonable price, but this is a mis- 
take, as it is the earliest crop to be har- 
vested at home and in quality, fresh gar- 
den spinach is superior to the market type. 


Spinach may be sown from the first of 
August until the first or fifteenth of Oc- 
tober. 


More spinach seed is wasted probably 
than of any other vegetable, because it 
usually is poured into the row or broadcast 
thickly so that no one spinach plant in the 
row or bed has a fair chance to produce. 
It should be sown very thinly in rows six 
inches apart and the plants thinned to six 
inches apart. Then you will get real spin- 
ach.

Well have I learned my lesson about 
those unplovely and unwelcome mayenta 
seedlings that spring up so eagerly every 


season from seed dropped by the fime va- 
rieties. Seems hard for well-bred phlox to 
maintain their high standing: they “go 
native’ every chance they get. 

Phiox is another nice perennial! that mul- 
tiplies rapidly and falls into natura) die 
visions when the clumps are divided for re- 
setting. This work is probablv best done in 
early spring, for the clumps seem to grow 
sO setisfactorily when not disturbed In the 
fall,

soi] and be fertilized very heavily. It is only 
by growing them very fast and being able 
to pick the first beans to appear during the 
Tifth or sixth week after planting, that we 
may have a satisfactory planting this late. 


TURNIPS, 


August ts the accepted month for plant- 
ing al] varieties of turnips, including Seven 
Tops for greens, Shogoin for greens and 
turnips, as well as our old favorite, Purpie 
Tep Globe. 


PERENNIAL HERBS. 


A great many of the common herbs used 
in the kitchen may well be grown in the 
garden. Some of these are perennials and 
should be planted during this month in 
order that a good crop may be grown fer 
next year. Some of the more common va- 
rieties of perennial herbs are balm, catnip, 
dill, horehound, lavender, rosemary, sage, 
thyme and wormwood. 

Sage, the standby for poultry dressings, 
may be easily raised from seed. Half a 
dozen plants will yield an ample supply of 
leaves. The sage is a salvia and.is an orna- 
mental plant in the garden, the peculiar 
tone of the leaves giving a name to a color, 
The main idea with these and other 
herbs is to give each plant room enough 
to develop to full capacity. The more room 
it hae the more leaves it will produce, and ° 
in most of them it is the dried leaves thet 
gives the flavor. 


Dill is a biennial and must be planted 
@ach year. This is the proper time fe 
pianting dill seed for good plants for next 
year, It is at this time of the year that 
a great many housewives are trying to find 
dill plants. In most instances they find thet 
it is next to impossible to locate a goad 
supply. For this reason dill should be found 
in almost every home garden. As a subeti- 
tute for dill leaves to use in making a)! 
pickles, the seeds may be used. 

In times such as these are, let us not 
Slight our vegetable garden. A great mary 
vegetables may be planted in the fal) that 
are not commohly planted at that time. 
Some of these that should not be overlook. 
ed, other than collards and cabbagesr anc

The Ever-Populer Bearded Ilris. 


Given good drainage and plenty of sun- 
shine, the bearded iris will grow to per- 
lection with very little attention. Originat- 
ing im Asia Minor and the Mediterranean 
regions where the rainfall is very scanty. 
this type iris does not demand a ereat 
amount of moisture, and. though thev will 
grow in partial shade, they are really sun- 
lovers. 

German iris should be divided during July 
or August preferably, though it still may 
be done in September. That is to say clumps 
should be divided where they have been 
undisturbed for three or more years. The 


simplest way to do this is to take a sharp 
spade and cut downward through the 
clump. dividing it into several pieces, each 
with from One to three leaf sheaths or fans, 
as they are sometimes called. Each of these 
should be replanted at once, 

The rhizome is really only a_ thick, 
fleshy root containing much moisture. The 
feeding roots spring from the 
of this rhizome and go down deep into 
the ground in search of necessary moisture 
and nourishment. An iris properly planted 
sets almost on top of the ground, rhizome 
exposed to the full sun. and feeding roots 
carefully spread outward and downward to 
a good depth. Three or more roots of one 
variety Dianted a foot or so apart will give 
the best effect. 

A loamy soil of medium richness is pre- 
ferred, though bearded iris will grow well 
im practically any non-acid ground, Where 
the soul is heavy a little lime will make 
ior better drainage and prevent souring.

On any of those leads third hand can fre- 
quently place every honor held by the 
leader and declarer. In Case 1 the ten 
shows possession of the nine and one other 
honor; it can't be the jack because that 
would have been the lead instead; hence 
it is the ace and declarer has the jack. 
In 2, since third hand has the ace, the 
leader has the queen and another honor, 
which is perforce the ten, since the jack and 
nine are in dummy; hence declarer has no 
honors in the suit. 


In 3 leader has the jack and has not 
the king, which declarer must hold; hence 
leader's other honor-combination card must 
be the nine; also, partner having at least 
four cards and six being in sight, declarer 
has only three cards of the suit.

The plantation affords plenty of milk, 
cream, and butter; turkey. fowls, kids, pigs, 
geese and mutton; fish of course in abund- 
ance. Orange and pomegranates just begin 


te be eatabie. 


The house affords Madeira wine, brandy, 
and porter. 

Yesterday my neighbor, Mr. Couper, sent 
me an assortment of French wines, con- 
sisting of Claret. sauterne, and champagne; 
and at least a 12-months’ supply of orange 


shrub, which makes a delicious punch. 
Madam Couper added sweetmeats and 
pickles. 


The plantations of Butler and Couper are 
divided by a small creek, and the houses 
in one-quarter mile of each other, ac- 
cessible, however, only by water. 
We have not a fly, mosquito, or bug. I 
cam sit a whole evening with lighted candle 


and open window without the least annoy- 
ance from insects. I have not even seen 4 
cockroach; a circumstance which [I have 
never beheld in any other place, 


The cotton in this neighborhood, on the 
coast southward to the extremity of Florida, 
and northwerd, as far as we have heard, 
has been totally destroyed. 


The crop (cotton) of Mr. Couper has been 
tetally destroyed by a storm, and though 


it was supposed to be worth about $100,000, 
and not an extravagant estimate; for he 
has 800 slaves; yet he laughs about it in 
good humor and without affectation. 


Butier suffered about half this loss. 
Mr. Couper has just gone with his boat 
for some friends who live about 30 miles 
south on the main. He has requested me to 


escort Madam Couper on Sunday to his 
plantation on the south of this island, 
where we are to meet him and: his party 
on Monday and bring them home in our 
coach. 


Madam Couper is still young, tall, come- 
ly, and well bred. 


Mr. Couper returned from his journey 
very seriously ill. I went to see him and a 


terrible storm Came up. The roads are ren- 
dered impassabie, and scarcely a boat has 
been preserved. Thus all intercourse is sus- 


pended. 
The storm continued so that the house 
"aie and rocked until Mr. Couper com- 


manded a retreat to a store house about 50 
yards away, and we decamped—men, wom- 
en and children.

Most of the deaths that happened among 
the negroes for a good many years after 
coming into Georgia was due to the fre- 
quent visits of hurricanes. 


Im 1824, a tidal wave swept over The 
Meadows and destroyed the great house, 
drowning several grandchildren of William 
Harrison; their father, Senator H. Jesse 


Harrison. having died in 1816 from wound 
received in the war of 1812, in which he 
served as colonel under General Francis 
Hopkins. The names of the lost were: 
Caroline Harrison, engaged to be mar- 
ried the following day: Mr. Merrill. of Sa- 
vannah, her affianced: Samuel Harrison, 
¥2; Benjamine Harrison, 12; infant daugh- 
ter of Sarah Gignilliat (Harrison) Snow. 
William Harrison and his granddaughter, 
Bers. Snow, were the only white people on

the plantation at the time who escaped the 
storm. Elizabeth Chisholm Harrison, Jane 
Evelyn, and Mary Amanda and Susan. 
having married and gone to live in dif- 
ferent parts of Georgia and Florida. 

‘Horace Nephew Harrison, the only son 
of H. Jesse Harrison to escape, Was Lieu- 
tenant Commander in the United States 
navy, and had just married a Miss Rebecca 
Somerville, daughter of the British admiral 
and was living in Washington, D. C.—Their 
grandchildren, Edward C. and Campbell 
Carrington, are now residing in Baltimore. 

Full account of this storm is to be found 
in a New York newspaper in the Congres- 
sional Library, Washington. 

When William Harrison and Mrs. Snow 
found themselves after the water receded, 
they were in an old barn with Daddy 
Primus and his wife, Peggy, huddled close 
to them. Mrs. Snow was weeping over the 
child that had been swept from her arms— 
she did not then know of the loss of her 
brothers and sister—and Daddy Primus was 
endeavoring to console her: 

“Don't cry, Miss Sallie. Primus feels 
Sarra (sorry) too but he can't cry o’ little 
engel. Yer grandpappy got so stubborn, 
Primus hed hard time dreggin’' him up 
heah. Das way wid ole men!” 

William Harrison looked at him—they 
were both past 90. Primus seemed to read 
his master’s thoughts. 

“Yassir, Massa; Primus. he ole too, but 
he knew better'n to run todes the sea when 
’twas risin’ up agin’ him.’’ 

“I was looking for Caroline,’ Mr. Har- 
rison explained. ‘For Caroline and the 
boys.” 

It was several days before all of the dead 
were found—and they were scattered miles 
apart—Carolina and Mr. Merrill were on 
the beach; Sam and Benjamin nearly three 
miles farther north. And the slaves were in 
the fields, here and there—32 in all, most 
of them. grandchildren of Primus and Peggy. 
And as master and slave looked upon the 


* tution. 


desolation of it all, Primus was still giving 
comfort: 

“Don't fergit the sun, massa. It mout 
look lak it’s done turn its back on ye, but 
‘tain't. Once Primus thought it hed turned 
on him. "Twas dat day on the auction block. 
But it cam down through de trees an 
shined on Primus sam as ef he was in 
Africa, an’ Primus ben happy every sence.” 

His master made no answer. Until now, 
his years had set lightly upon him, but 
today he was indeed an old man. Primus, 
the heathen sun-worshipper, still had faith 
in-his god. William Harrison, the Christian, 
was beginning to doubt his. 

Many years later, most of the slaves that 
survived the storm, were still in Darien, 
the property of Mrs. Snow. About 15 in all 
—children, grandchildren, and great-grand- 
children of Primus. They were hers in 1852, 
when Mrs. Stowe’s book came out. She read 
it to some of them. 

Mrs. Stowe ink England. 

The next year when Mrs. Stowe was in 
England, as guest of the British and For- 
eign Anti-Slavery Society, Mrs. Snow re- 
ceived a copy of The London Observer with 
a full account of the meeting. England was 
stirred to fhe depths over the horrible prac- 
tice of slavery. And the Earl of Shafts- 
bury, grandson of the earle who was in 
1749 the head of the committee in parlia- 
ment that prepared the act, permitting 
Georgia to own slaves, was the gentleman 
who presided! 

Mrs. Stowe's heart was in the right place. 
So was the heart of the present Earl of 
Shaftsbury. Slavery was an inhuman insti- 
But it was hard for the sea isiand 
planters of Georgia to regard the negroes 
they had inherited from their ancestors in 
the light of slaves. They were almost as 
much a part of their families as the white 
children themselves. For instance: 

At the very time Mrs. Stowe was traveling 
in England, Sir Charles Lyell, ef London, 
was a guest at Hopeton, the plantation

“Olympic (Commodore H. J. Haddgck), 
in spite of the heavy swell, next took the 
Audacious in tow, the line being passed by 
the destroyer Fury, and some very pretty 
seamanship took place. Possibly no one will 
ever witness in our lifetime the unusual 
sight again of a mammoth liner acting as 
tug to salve a crack battleship. 

“But these efforts were unavailing, Au- 
dacious became as tractable as a wild bull. 
Other ships tried towing and failed, and by 
6 p. m., she had to be abandoned for fear 
of her capsizing, three hours later she did 
capsize. The only casualty now occurred 
when in sinking she blew up and dropped 
debris over Liverpool's deck, ee a petty 
officer,” 

Waiting for the End. 

Germany, however, was not to learn the 
fate of the Audacious till the following 
November, a full year. In the newspapers 
of New York and Boston, of November, 
1915, appeared thrilling accounts of the 
disaster, all of which then reached Ger- 
many in jig time. There was also a denial 


by the surgeon of the Olympic which ap- 
peared in the American newspapers. This 
clinched the news as absolutely true for the 
German high command. 

And the most surprised of all Germans 
was Captain Pfundheller,. who modestly at- 
tributed the results of his mine-laying to 
luck, though his countrymen thought other- 
wise. 

One eyewitness of the tragedy said: 

“We found the officers and men of the 
Audacious lined up on the deck and her 
commander walking to and fro with his 
hands clasped behind his back, imperturb- 
ably waiting for death. 

“The men stood up stiffly to attention 
like a row of nine-pins, and waves were 
breaking over the feet of those in the 
stern.”’ 

And now, aiter a long 17 years, the whole 
world knows just what happened to the 
Audacious on that fateful morning on Oc- 
tober 27, 1914. 

Some day, perhaps, in another 17 years, 
the world may learn who was responsible 
for the delay in the message to Admiral 
Jellicoe.

is provided in a well-equipped laboratory 
under two teachers. 

In the negro school of the city there is 
an enroliment of 547, with the possibility 
of 45 in high schoo] next vear. Through aid 
received from the Rosenwald and Slater 


funds, handled by J. C. Dixon of the state 
department of education, we have added 
during the year two rooms to the negro 


school at a cost of $2,000. Also. funds from 
the same source made it possible to intro- 
duce home economics for girls and voca- 
tional training for bovs. 

Free text books are furnished by the city 
throughout the eleven grades. The only 
expense to the individual) is a small damage 
fee exacted of each pupil. 

The money raised by citv tax is three and 
one-half times the funds received from the 
state. 

The schools have ever been the pride of

the city, since its founding as a colony in 
the balmy “wiregrass country.” scarcely 
more than three decades ago.

James 
Hamilton Couper was a grandson of John 
Couper, and had inherited part of the 
slaves. 

Negroes from.the adjoining plantations 
were invited to the dance, among them 
were those belonging to Mrs. Snow. When 
Peggy, a great granddaughter of Primus 
received the news, she went to her mistress 
in great excitement: 

“What must I wear, Miss Sallie? 
white lawn, with the silk shawl Marse 
Horace fetched Ma from India, or my 
vaHer dress with the red shawl he brung 
me.” ; 

About that time her mother came in. 
“You'll wear your own shawl, Peggy. Red’s 
more becoming to black complexions. But 
that ain't what yo’ cam for, anyway. Yo’ 
want Miss Sallie to lend you her cameo.” 

Peggy looked sheepish. “Well, it’s like 
this: “We Meadow niggers has got the rep- 
utation for bein’ the best dressed people 
of color in this country. And ef yo’ don't 
mind, Miss Sallie. I'll wear your coral beads 
an’ Wracelets, too.” 

Her mother shook her head. 

“Dere you go. axin’ fer beads. Crazy 
‘bout ‘em jest like dem niggers in Africa. 
Ef the good Queen Ann hedn't bought out 
a bead shop and sent it to de Winward 
Coast, she wouldn't er hed no slaves to sell 
to Georgia.” 

Peggy shrueged. 

*‘Ma, I ain't axin’ fer glass beads. I wears 
genine coral, don't I Miss Sallie?” 

Mrs. Snow smiled. 

“Yes, but be careful with them, Peggy.” 

And as Peggy left the room with the 
jewels in her hand, she was saying to her- 
self: 

“Oh, Lord! Jest watch the Meadow gal 
give them Hopeton slaves dozier.” 

Later, in Sir Charles’ book, 
Travels .im America,’ there appears 
following: 

“Among 500 negroes on the Hopeton 
plantation in Georgia, there has been no 
criminal act in 30 years for which a de- 
linquent could be sent to the state peni- 
tentiary—the most severe punishment re- 
quired in the last 40 years was for the theft 
of ome negro from another.” 

Which bears out the statement of Sir 
John Newton in the first part of this paper: 
“It is the Africans themselves that sell each 
other to the slave trader.’ 

Most every Georgian Knows of the ar- 
ticles in the constitution of 1798 for the 
protection of the slave—against the prac- 
tice of overworking—of making them labor 
on Sunday—of inflicting unnecessary pun- 
ishment. etc. 

Article four, section nine: 

“There shall be no future importation 
of slaves into this state from Africa or 
any other foreign country after the first 
day of October.” 

"Twas Georgia herself that shut the door 
against England. 

We white people go back with pride te 
our first ancestors in this state and coun- 
try; but the writer believes there are many 
negroes in Georgia today that are descend- 
ed from Primus, and they might well be 
proud of that poor, frightened, young chief 
who came to this strange land under such 
tragic conditions, and who to the end was 
a sun worshipper and a faithful friend to 
the man whom he always believed his 
savior.
